GEN. BUTciiR, NOT GEN. SMITH 


Who Should Bear the Blame of Failiirs 


of Pint Attack on P«ttr*burg. 


For nearly forty years, gays tn* 


New York Sun, the blame for the fail- 
ure of the first assault on Petersburg, 
Va, on'June 15, 1884, has been laid on 
the shoulders of Major Gen. W. F. 
Smith, belter known as "Baldy" Smith 
who died early this mpntli at his hom« 
in Philadelphia. A letter with affidav- 
its from two former soldiers, published 
in the Philadelphia Ledger last Sun- 
day shows, however, that this blame 
was misplaced and indicates Gep. But- 
ler as the person responsible for the 
non-success of the attack. 


Petersburg was assaulted on June 15, 


184* by Gen. Butler's troops under the 
Immediate command of Gene. Smith 
anj Hancock, Gen. Grant desiring to 
carry the town before it could be re- 
inforced. Hancock was delayed by fail- 
ure to receive the order for attack; 
but Smith delivered his attack and car- 
ried the first line of defense, capturing 
fifteen guns and 300 prisoners by 7 
In the evening. He seemed satisfied 
with this success, and no further as- 
sault was made until the evening of 
the next day. The delay permitted Gen. 
Lee strongly to re-lnforce the town 
which was not taken until the follow- 
ing April after a siege of nine months. 


T. S. Balrd of Philadelphia, former- 


ly a slgna) sergeant and on June IE, 
1S64 In charge of the signal tower on 
Cobb's hill nearest to the attacking 
forces, declares now tbftl Gen. Butler, 
Smith's Immediately commander, not- 
ing the pouring in of tioops, became 
ulurmed, directed the attack to cease 
and ordered the latter to Intrench 
where he was. He writes 


"At about 7 to 7:30 p. m. a message 


was signaled from General Butler to 
General Smith the purport of which 
was that 'the enemy to being heavily 
reinforced,' and 
ordering -rnith 'to 


cease firing (fighting) and Intrench at 
once.' Rather than Intrust so Impor- 
tant a message to other hands. I sprang 
on my horse and rode to the front and 
delivered It to Gen. Smith Just after 
his victorious charge." 


He quotes an extraci fiom the dairy 


of Private Maurice 
Lamprey, dated 


June 26, 1884, supporting his assertion: 


"June IB, 1884, Wednesday—Pleasant

County Clerk Dodd' and his assist- 


ants will have the books of the differ- 
ent assessors ready to gh e 
out by 


April l, the time that the assessors are 
allowed by lau to begin the work of 
making the assessment. 


It is no small task to prepare the 


books for the assessoi s. 
There are 


four books for Decatur township and 


and as there are sixteen townships 


outside ot Decatur and the books for 
each are made in duplicate there are 
32 books for the county outside of the 
city to be prepared. 


The county clerk must put the des- 


cription of all the 
property in 
the 


books. In Decatur city there are about 
27CO diffeient tracts and lots to put in 
the books. 


In the entire county there are about 


34,000 clittprent pieces of. property to 
name. As each piece of property must 
be descubed in two diffeient books and 
when it is considered that all of this 
work must be done with pen and ink 
it can be seen that the prepaiatlon of 
the assessor's books is no small task. 


Air. Dodd has not found it necessary 


to employ much extra help 
on 
the 


\ \ o i k as it was started early enough 
for most of the work to be done by 
the office force. 
The cost therefore, 


of making out the books will not be 
very great. Thp books to |jc used by 
the assessoi s were purchased by the 
county at a cost of about $75. 


Assessors to Meet. 


All ol the assessors of the county 


have been notified to meet next Sat- 
urday at the court house to talk over 
their plans of work with E R. Moffett, 
the county treasurer, who also acts as 
supervisor of assessments. 


The law requires that this be done 


just before the work of making the as- 
sessment in the different townships is 
started and the purpose oj the meeting 
is to agree upon some standard of val- 
ues which can be followed out by all 
the different assessoi B. In this way 
the assessment throughout the county 
will be uniform. 


For example it will be agreed as to 


how much co.n will be valued at on 
April 1, and other kinds of property 
will be considered in the same way 


In legard to land it is likely that 


the assessors will agree upon a fair 
cash value of ordinary prairie land If 
a farm is much better, than the ordi- 
nary Jand on account of improvements 
or for other reasons the assessor can 
make the value higher or if it is poor 
land or timber he can i educe the value 
from the standard according rt> 
hia 
judgment. 


Often the assessors follow their own 


ideas after the consultatiqn with the 
supervisor of assessments but 
as a 


matter of law they should follow out 
the agreement on the staridaid of val- 
ues. 


On account of the fact that real es- 
tate is to be re-assessed this year there 
will be more than the ordinary amount 
of work for the assessor? and the 
consultation with the supervisor of as- 
sessments next Saturday*.iwill there- 
fore bcj of particular importance.
